The Hurricane. 

The West Indies have been visited by a 
terrifie and destructive hurricane, which, as 
will be seen by the dispetehes, extended to 
the southern portion of Florida. Over two 
thoucand lives are reported to have been lost 
in Cuba alone, while the damage to shipping 
and other property and to the crops is im- 
mense. This is sald to have been the most 
termble hurricane that has visited that region 
for a century. 


Bembardmeat of Paris. 

The Prussians, it seems, have determined 
finally upon the bombardment of Paris. It is 
announced that the three opening shots were 
fired mto the city on Wednesday, and were 
meant as the inauguration of the bombard- 
ment. The eceounts of the situation around 
Paria are .comtradictery. The French ciaim 
thet they have driven the Prussians out of 
range of the city, while Prussian reports, 
coming through Londor, say there has been 
ne fighting m fiout of Paris since the 24th 
of September. 

The Sortie on Saturday. 

Gen. Trochu made another sortie from Paris 
on Saturday, says a special to the New York 
World, and eompleted she work of driving the 
Pressians from. teir. line of investment. 
Eight thousend Germérs were ‘illed, it is 
said, and a large amount of supplies captared. 
This seport is without confirmation from other 
eourees, but if it be true, the victory is of the 
utmost importance to the French cause. 
With Bazasive free from Metz and Trochu 
ériving the Prussians from Paris, France is in 
a good way to retrieve her lest laurels, but 
whether cithber report is true is a matter of 
doubt.
